Quizzt7ig.— There is, perhaps, no decided species of 
vulgarity so urnversally tolerated by all classes of socie­ 
ty as the delKising Jiabit o f “ quizzing,” or one which 
more eflectually lowers the tone o f every circle into 
which it is admitted. 
Quizzing, treated as the ingeni­ 
ous Mrs Opie has treated another vice connnon in° the 
world, might be classed under twenty diflereut heads ; 
but we do not intend to trespass on the patience o f our 
readers, by so elongated u definition o f this debasing 
propensity. 
An erroneous idea has grown in ¡some minds, that a 
quizzor must necessarily be a wit—-it is as fallacious an 
opinion as that which supposes the writer o f an epitaph 
to be of necessity a poet ; wit is a pure and ethereal! 
sparkle o f the mind— it requires no shade o f mind to 
coristitute a quizzer ; nor can such a one alwavs lay 
claim even to the forbidding, unlov'ely talent of satire ; 
for to be really satirical, there must be a tinge o f talent 
-pCDstitiited, it is true, but talent, however degraded, 
wi 1 still assert itself, .although it may have Iost*the re­ 
spectability which made it estimable. 
W ho e v e r heark­ 
ened to the underbred utterer o f this third-rate species 
of “ good things,” the flippant retailer o f mingled vul­ 
garity and grossness, without shrinking in spirit from 
the breath of malignancy .and cunning ? 
For never was 
there a decided quizzer who had not a hidden motive— 
and yet, perhaps, despite the utter vulgarity, the gross- 
nes«, and the disgust of this polluting practice, there is 
decidedly notiiing on earth which bears away at one 
“ fell sw oop,” more victims, and those even the well 
informed, and the better disp«sitioned. 
W here is the 
man, hovvever endowed with good sense, who may not 
be wiled in some degree from his purpose by these pro­ 
fessors of a black art ? although he would shrink from 
making the acknowledgement, even to himself: and 
yet, let him ask his own heart, if, at the very moment, 
while ho despised the speaker, he did not, nevertheless, 
shun the object of his (or her) malevolence, though he 
felt as he did so, that “ the tongue o f the evil-hearted is 
no slander” — and, if he play not the traitor with his 
own conscience, he will admit the fact. 
This species of false shame, this temporary derelic­ 
tion at once from good breeding and good sense, is the

R iots at P hiladelphia ren ew ed.— W e were favor­ 
ed last ev I'liinj* by High Constable H ays with the peru­ 
sal of a letter which he received from Mr. Blanev, the 
High Constable e f Philadelphia, written at 5 o ’clock 
yesterday morning, from which we learn, that about hall 
past eleven o ’clock, on Wednesday night, the tnob r«>- 
commenced the work of destruction by demolishing in 
a few minutes a small building on the corner of Pi nail 
ami Sixth streets. 
Mr. Blanev was on tlie ground with 
about twenty peace officers, but was unable owing to 
the rapid increase of the tnob to make any resistance ; 
but he immediately dispatched information to tin* Mat _ 
or. 
D aring thi- time the rioters destroyed a church and 
■dx houses in the vicinity ; the furniture was thrown into 
tin* streets nnd there set tire to : indeed every house in 
the neighborhood which was not illuminated was attack­ 
ed. 
Iu about one hour the Mayor and Captain o f tlie 
W atehwith about 70 men made u successful charge at 
two points, and succeeded in capturing seven prisoners, 
and soon after the streets were cleared. 
At 5 o ’clock 
yesterday morning the city was quiet, but apprehen­ 
sions were entertained that a more serious occurrence 
would take place last evening.
